Exonumia from Your Neighborhood 


SCRIP OF JAMESBURG’S PUBLIC CITIZEN NUMBER ONE 


David D. Gladfelter, NLG 


Show a non-collector friend some of your merchant tokens and scrip notes, and chances 
are he/she will not recognize any of the names appearing on those pieces. That 1s because the 
exonumia-issuing merchants of the Garden State were typically shopkeepers and small 
businessmen. Few were famous even in their own time, and much less so today. 


Not so with James Buckelew. The great-grandson of an 18" century Scottish emigrant to 
Perth Amboy, James (1801-1869) and his bride Margaret purchased in 1832 a 4,000-acre farm 
with a grist mill on the Manalapan Creek in what was then the southern part of Monroe 
Township, Middlesex County. The settlement became known as Buckelew’s Mills. During the 
Hard Times era when “hard money” was hoarded, James issued stock scrip notes redeemable at 
his store, such as the one shown above. In case those into whose hands the notes might come 
would not know where to find Buckelew’s Mills, James hand-wrote simple directions: “Near New 
Brunswick, State of New Jersey.” : 


From there, Buckelew’s fortunes rapidly improved. In 1840 he obtained a towing contract 
on the Delaware and Raritan Canal. He helped to build a portion of New Jersey’s first railroad, 
the Camden & Amboy line which crossed the State from west to east. He and Nathaniel Rue 
established a stage line to Freehold in 1845. And, as Louise Johnson Kerwin tells us, 


In 1847, because he was incensed by the refusal of authorities to admit a colored boy to 
the [Monroe] township school, Mr. Buckelew built a brick schoolhouse on the lot on 
Church Street wheré the Presbyterian manse now stands and declared it to be open to 
ALL children. At the dedication ceremonies, the people acclaimed it as the “James B.” or 
Jamesburg School. After this, the stop on the railroad and the town became known as 
“Jamesburg.” The name was unifying because it brought under one title the old 
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Buckelew’s Mills at the southern end of 
town and the old West’s Turnout at the 
northern end which was rapidly becoming a 
thriving railroad center. 
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In 1852 Buckelew organized and was the 
first president of the J amesburg Agricultural Fair, 
and in the following year donated land for 
construction of the Jamesburg Presbyterian Church. 
In 1861 he furnished a team of horses and a carriage 
to transport President Lincoln from the Trenton 
railway depot to the capitol. In 1864 he and his sons 
organized the First National Bank of J amesburg, the 
fourth in the state, which was assigned charter 
number 288. At the time of his death on May 30, po 
1869, he was said to have amassed a | : res 
fortune as well as having contributed to the development of Jamesburg into a thriving railroad and 
commercial town.

Buckelew’s second issue of Scrip notes, in five and ten cent denominations dated July 15, 
1862, are signed by an agent, William H. Courter. The .10 denomination is unlisted in Wait and is 
illustrated here. According to Jamesburg’s historian, Thomas Bodall, Courter (1819-1901) began 
working for Buckelew’ s towing company in 1843 and continued in the employ of the Buckelew 
family for 56 years. Courter established an insurance agency in 1860 which was carried on by his 
children after his death. 


Buckelew’s 23-room mansion, Lakeview, has been restored as a museum and is on the 
National Register of Historic Places. It is the headquarters of the J amesburg Historical 
Association, which sponsors an annual “Buckelew Day” with tours of the mansion.
